Several Fires in New York 


Tenement District 


NEAV YORK, Nov. 19-The arrival 


ef the first cold snap of the season 
brought with it the customary fir OH 
from overheated stoves, and as a re- 
sult the tenants 
of 
two 
tenement 


houses in the thickly populated down- 
town districts wore driven into 
the 


btreets early today. Abdul Tanore and 
his wife were severely turned in res- 
cuing their 19 months old baby whose 
cradle stood near a red hot stove. 


The first fire was In a

story 


tenement on Washington street In the 
rear of which stood 
the 
six 
atory 


building of the 
Bishop 
warehouse 


company, filled with baled cotton and 
other highly Inflamable stuffs. From 
the Tanore flat on the second 
floor, 


where it started, the fire spread rap- 
ily up to the third floor and the flames 
leaped out of the rear windows, lick- 


ing the rear walls of. the warehouse

$15,000. 


The second fire was in a six stor 


double tenement at Monroe and Clin 
ton streets. There arc right fnmllie 
living on each floor and each fiat i 
occupied.

guished but a denne nmoke filled th 
entire tenement- The noise of the ap 
proaching fire apparatus roused

tenants and there was a terrific rus 
and scramble down the stairs and for 
time the fire escapes were Jammed.

Could nny fire escape such as proposed empty the bulltllng In such a short 


time with such absolute safety? 


But supposing one of the exits were cut off. the pupils could be got out 


Of the building in about three minutes. If both exits are cut off Principal 
Irish has a plan by which the pupils could escape in a very few minutes; 
probably as fast as by the use of tho fire escape purports. 


Assuming that there are 700 pupils to be token out of the building by this 


"shute" fire escape, the advocates of the escape will not claim that it could 
be done in leas than 700 seconds, or over ten minutes. 


This would be only an obstruction compared to the ordinary fire drill 


method; but of course the flre escape is never intended for nan unless the 
exits are cut off and all the pupils are penned on tho upper floors, a contin- 
gency that can never arise except the under portion of the building Is flred 
by something at; sudden an an explosion but there is nothing to explode. 


Unless the committee is at a loss for some easy inodo of getting rid of the 


city's money it should let tho fire escape movement drop into inocuous desue- 
tude.

Board of Aldermen Made 


a Tour 


WILL FAVOR MAGAZINE 
AT 


CITY FARM 


And Edgestoneson Jermess 


Street 


Six members of the board of alder- 


men marie a tour of ihc city yesterday 
afternoon 
to visit 
several places to 


which their attention has been called 
officially. 


The ubfltritees were Aldermen Casey, 


lUirns and Derby and after waiting for 
them a considerable length of time the 
party left city hall nml proceeded 
to 


"N'olan 3'nrl;," no called, at the junc- 
tion of 
Central and 
Chapel streets, 


where it Is proposed to purchase a strip 
of land containing 4000 suunre feet and 
convert It into a small square similar 
to Hosford 
square. The 
owner, Mr. 


John Nolan, will sell it to the city if he 
sets his price for it; otherwise he will 
erect a large tenement block. Mr. No- 
Inu'a price is $2000. 


Some of the members of tho hoard 


were 
of the 
opinion that the 
land 


should he purchased, as a square at 
this place would in a great measure in- 
crease the valuation of property and 
beautify the surroundings, while the 
others thought that the price asked for 
the land was an exorbitant one and 
that there is no need for sucb, an im- 
provement at his point now. 


Mr. Nolan thus far has not expressed 


any very strong desire to dispose of the 
land to the city. 


The aldermen then proceeded to the 


site of the old riflo range in the rear of 
the city farm, whom the sower depart- 
ment would erect a rmignzine in which to 
store the explosives that it UH«* In blast- 
ing. Originally a petition for permission 
to build was sent to the nvprs^ern of the 
poor, who promptly turned it down. Then 
iinutlmr wus sent to thts aJdermen and 
tills occasioned ypslerdny's tour of Inspec- 
tion. 
It la proposed to erect tho maga- 


zine wliero the oM rlflo rangfl target pit 
stood. Tlio old pit, which is a deep nar- 
row excavation into a larpo hill with 
heavy walls of stone, furnishes a place 
for tho storage of powder and other ex- 
plosives anil dfingo.r from an explosion of 
ilvnamltei stim*d here would bo very re- 
mote. The place is pnvoral hundred feet 
from the city Institutions and thousands 
of foot from any building. 
Tho expmiBO of fitting this place up for 


nut gozi tic* purposes would be a matter of 
only a few 'mmlred dollars onri It was al- 


,ofit a unanimous opinion with tho nlder- 
len Hint the situ altuuld bo tlevotni to 


that purpoflo. 
The next point was Jenness 
street, 


where tiirtcwalks were Inspected. It will 
be remembered that at tho mooting of the. 
city council Tuetul.'iy evening several resi- 
dents of this Ptrcut appeared tn remon- 
strate against the laying t)f eilgestonca In 
the ptreot. as rocomim:iulL'd by the com- 
mittee on ptreotB. 
Th« recommendation 
was the sequel to a netiUun from several 
residents osklnR that tho ed;;.•stones ho 
nl.-icr-d there and when It developed that 
the oxpenso of BUch Improvement would 
fall upon the abuttors aurne of them ob- 
jected 
The aldermen viewed the street 


from eml to end and it Hcemcrt to he tho 
gnncrnl impression that cdgestones wore 
needed ami should be laid there.

Koine of the members of tho board 


were of the opinion 
that the 
land 


ahould be purchased, as a square ut 
this place would In a great measure in- 
crease the valuation of properly and 
beautify the surroundings, while the 
others thought that the price asked for 
the land was an exorbitant one and 
that there Is no need for such an im- 
provement at his point now. 


Mr. Nolan thus far has not expressed 


.any very strong desire to dispose of the 
land to the city. 


The aldermen thon proceeded to the 


site of the old riflo range in tho rear of 
tho city farm, whoro tho sewer doport- 
rnuut \vould erect a miignzino in which to 
store Iho explosives that it imcfl in blast- 
ing. Originally a petition for permission 
lo build wan sent to the overseers of the 
poor, who promptly turned It down.
